Laryngotracheitis poses 
problem during winter 


Laryngotracheitis (LT) has been 
of prominent concern for the poul- 
try industry in 1985. Over 100 
cases of LT were reported during 
the first five months of 1985 in the 
northeast Georgia area. 

The incidence of LT dramatically 
dropped during the summer 
months. Many attribute this drop to 
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the intensive LT control and quar- 
antine programs implemented and 
increased biosecurity measures. 
Others attribute the drop to the 
increased environmental tempera- 
tures of the summer months and 
reduced virus livability at these 
temperatures. Probably, it is the 
culmination of all the above that 
has curtailed LT outbreaks. 

During the heat of the battle this 
past winter, much confusion arose 
concerning LT. Perhaps some of 
the confusion may be related to the 
lack of scientific research in certain 
aspects of the disease. However, 
there are many facts we do know 
about LT. 


Some explanations 


The LT virus is a herpes virus and 
appears to be similar to the human 
herpes simplex and swine pseudo- 
rabies viruses. The characteristics 
these viruses share are that they 
are readily transmissible, the natu- 
ral point of entry is the upper respi- 
ratory tract, and they are erratic 
and unpredictable as to when the 
virus is shed from an infected indi- 
vidual. The LT virus has been iso- 
lated from the trachea of chickens 
for as long as two years after suf- 
fering the disease.

The primary source of infection is 
through direct contact with in- 
fected birds, such as that which 
occurs within a poultry house. 
Mechanical transmission is proba- 
bly the next mode of transmission. 
This may occur through contami- 
nated equipment or litter being 
transferred from one location to 
another. The LT virus is not likely to 
be transmitted in or on eggs from 
infected hens. 


inactivating virus 


The LT virus can be inactivated 
by most of the commonly used 
disinfectants, provided the virus is 
given adequate exposure to the 
disinfectant. The sensitivity of the 
virus to heat differs with the strain 
of the virus. One strain was report- 
ed to still be viable after one hour at 
133°F. As temperatures decrease, 
however, the livability of the. virus 
increases. 

There is much concern about 
what may lie ahead for us this 
winter. The more we know about 
LT, the easier it will be to control 
and/or prevent.—John Schleifer,
